When the rains do 
come, they will be swamped and 
there will be a delay in getting 
the reports out.

that of 1955.” 
He said this expectation 
was 
based on increase in the number 
of live male births each year dur 
ing the late 1930s and early 1940s 
and the growth of Texas popula­ 
tion caused by people’s coming 
into the state, 
Either 18-year-olds are leaving 
the state, or they are failing to 
register Col. Schwartz said. He 
said that perhaps some 18-vear 
old males are delaying to comply 
virh the law. 
The draft law requires young 
men to register with the nearest 
draft board the day they are 18, 
or within five 
days 
thereafter. 
Since the present law was 
en­ 
acted in 1948. all males born since 
August 30, 1922, have had and 
now have a legal obligation to re­ 
gister, except those not yet 18. 
Those who fail to register as 
required, upon prosecution 
and 
conviction are subject to fine up 
to $10,000, or five years in prison, 
or 
both. 
No 
one 
is drafted 
under age 22, except volunteers 
and delinquents, but the law obli 
gates all males to register at 18

John Ben Shepperd has asked the 
press of Texas to sponsor 12 bills 
in the 1957 Legislature. They per­ 
tain largely to publication laws. 
in Shepperd’s opinion, such laws 
would have prevented the land, 
insurance 
and 
Duval 
County 
scandals. 


Shepperd, whose term expires 
in January, addressed the 6th An­ 
nual Fall Meeting of the Texas 
Press Association, in Austin. 


He recommended 
passage 
of 
Legislation that 
would 
require 
the land office to publish an of- 
fical notice in a newspaper in the 
home county of each veteran ap­ 
plying for a loan linger the Veter­ 
an’s Land Program. 
T h i s , 
so 
that hometown people will know 
that such an application has been 
filed. 


A lso suggested w as publica­ 
tion of a financial statem ent 
by insurance com panies, such 
as is required of banks and 
building and loan com panies 
handling the People's money. 


A strict law, making 
it 
“ an 
absolute, 
m a n datory 
require­ 
ment” that all elected public of- 
f 1 c i a I s handling the public’s 
money make a public accounting 
of sam e at regular intervals was 
cited by Shepperd as a necessity 
“to protect the honest public of- 
fical as well as to protect the 
public from the dishonest public 
official.” 


Much deception is being fos­ 
tered upon the people by fail­ 
ure of some officials to pub­ 
lish the full text of ordinan­ 
ces, said Shepperd. He refer­ 
red to the publication of de­ 
scriptive captions only, o r 
mere titles, which do not give 
sufficient notice to the pub­ 
lic.

Back when Henry W allace was 
Secretary of A griculture,

ed about the possibility of "not 
raising hogs” . The letter appear 
ed again recently in the G orm an 
Progress in Eastland County and, 
in these days of Soil Bank when 
it is profitable not to raise wheat 
and cotton, it has a very tim ely 
note. Here is the letter: 


Amigo Mior: 
My amigo, Pedro in 
B razoria 
County 
received 
a 
check 
for 
ti .OOO from the governm ent this 
y ear for not raising hogs. So I 
am going into the "not raising 
hog business” next year. 


What I want to know is, in 
your opinion, what is the 
best 
kind of farm not to raise hogs on 
and the best kind of hogs not to 
j raise? I would prefer not to raise 
razor-backs, but, if that is not a 
good breed not to raise, I will 
just as gladly 
not 
raise 
any 
Berkshires, 
Durocs 
or 
Poland 
China. 


The hardest work in this busi j 
ness is going to be in keeping an 
inventory on how many hogs I 
haven’t raised. 


My amigo Pedro is very joyful 
about the future of this business. 
He has been 
raising 
hogs 
for 
more than 20 years and the best 
he ever made was $400 back in 
1918, until this year, when he got 
a thousand dollars for not raising 
hogs. 


If I can get $1,000 for not rais- 
i n g 50 h o g s , t h e n I will get 
$2,000 for not raising IOO hogs, 
etc. I plan to operate on a sm all 
scale at 
first, 
holding 
m yself 
down to about 4,000 hogs, which 
m eans I will have $80,000. 
Now, one other 
thing. 
These 
hogs I will not raise will not eat 
1,000,000 bushels of corn. I under­ 
stand that you also pay farm s 
for not raising corn. So will you
